All the conquerors of India in cen- 
turies past, save only those who came 
by sea, have entered through the fa- 
mous Khyber Pass leading from Af- 
ghanistan. Peshawar is the key to this

So far the Afridis have attacked in 
small parties, ambushing British pa- 


trols-or sniping from the wilderness. 


Casualties have not been heavy on 
either side, although six Indian troop-

A report of a battle on Saturday 
gave the indication that the warfare 
is spreading from Peshawar and im- 
mediate vicinity. A party of Afridis 
attacked Badama Post, southeast of 
Parachinar in the northwestern fron- 
tier provinee.

ON DRUNK CHARGE 


Pilot *Crashing“Plane “in: 


Candler Park Is Freed 
After Witnesses Testify. 


Philip *M. (Red) Mohun, movie 
stunt flyer, whose plane crashed into 
a clump of trees at Candler Park Golf 
course late Saturday afternoon, barely 
hissing four players, was acquitted 
of charges of being “drunk and oper- 
ating an-airplane” in recorder’s court 
Monday afternoon. 

Concurring in the testimony of wit- 
nesses, Judge Callaway, who presided 
in the absence of Recorder Holloway, 
averred Mohun “must havet done a 
pretty good job of maneuvering his 
plane’ to have avoided players on the 


‘crowded course when forced to land, 


and dismissed the ease. 
Joe Turner, attorney representing 


the young pilot, presented and ex- 
amined witnesses to show that Mohun 
was not under the influence of liquor 
while operating the plane, showing no 
signs of it following the crack-up and 
that no odor of liquor could be de 
tected on the flyers breath when he 
emerged from the demolished plane. 


Parched Atlanta 
‘Faces Prospect 


Of More Drouth 


With. his rain-seeking telescope as 
devoid. of .maisture as Death. Yallex, 
C. F, von Herrmann, United States 
meteorologist, Monday afternoon sighed 
and uttered the usual prediction for 
these August days of 1930: “‘No rain 
in the next few days.” 

Today will be fair-and.a bit cool- 
er, and showers during the next two 
days will be as absent as snow at the 
equator, Mr. von Herrmann said. A 
high pressure area over Texas bars 
any hope of rain here in the near fu- 
ture, he declared, 

“What causes a drouth like this 
one?” the forecastér was asked. 

“Who knows,” he replied. “If we 
knew the answer to that, we probably 
could end the drouth. There’s ap- 
| parently no rhyme nor reason for it, 
'but the weather is usually a matter 
of extremes. Last year it was too 
wet. This year it is too dry. Next 
fear—who knows.” 

Mr. von Herrmann expects tempera- 
tures between 70 and 88 today.

Commissioners Recom- 
mend That Growers Put 
Themselves in Position 
To Receive Federal Aid. 


FARM BOARD ASKED 
TO HELP COTTON 


Agency Urged To Aid in 
Preventing Current Crop 


From Being Placed on 
Present Low Market. 


Urgihg that “tobacco growers put 
themselves in a position to take ad- 
vantage of all the assistance offered 
by federal and state agencies,” south- 
ern commissioners of agriculture, sum- 
moned here for emergency considera- 
tion of below-the-cost-of-production 
prices controlling both the tobacco and 
cotton markets, late Monday adopted 
resolutions. asking: 

1. The government to ‘substantially 
reduce the internal revenue tax on 
tobacco in the hope that the decrease 
may release to the growers a ‘major 
item in the cost of manufacturing. 

2. The federal farm board to use its 
influence “and all powers under the 
law” to. prevent the south’s cotton 
crap from being placed on the mar- 
ket at prevailing low prices. 

3. The president, the secretary of 
agriculture and members of the fed- 
eral farm board to extend their in- 
quiry into actual and potential drouth 
damage in all sections. 

4. The imposition by the next con- 
gress of a tariff of not less than 7

5. Independence for the Philippine 
Islands to abolish the present free 
trade with the United States, and 

. That warehousemen, buyers and 
manufacturers co-operate with -grow- 
ers in grading tobacco, and that the 
“low, unconditioned grades” be with- 
held from ghe market. 

Comnrissioners, or their personal 
representatives, from eight of the 12 
tobacco prodycing states answered the 
call of President Harry D. Wilson, 
of Louisiana; which was issued sev- 
eral days ago at the instance of Eu- 
gene Talmadge, commissioner of agri- 
culture, when the “break” of low 
prices on the south Georgia market 
resulted in an appeal to the\ federal 
farm board for aid. 

The conference devoted its morning 
session principally to a discussion of 
the tobacco situation, learning that 
while Georgia growers, unorganized, 
were forced to “dump” their crop on 
the auction markets, that the organ- 
ized growers of South Carolina, mov- 
ing through co-operative associations, 
had been able to obtain financial as- 
sistance from the farm board.

TROOPS REPULSE 
ANOTHER THRUST. 


PESHAWAR, India, Ang. 11.— 
(UN)—British troops repulsed well 
armed Afridi tribesmen in the out- 
skirts of Peshawar today. The war- 
riors, tenaciously trying to hold places 
of advantage almost up to the city’s 
walls, were forced to retreat. 

They fled before a determined action 
on the part of the British forces. Part 
of the Afridi bands returned to the 
hills, and most of those in orchards 
and nearby ravines gave way before 
the counterattack. 

Communications were rapidly being 
restored tonight as the natives -were 
cleared out and wires repaired. Most 
of the telegraph and telephone lines 
were repaired during the day. Pesha- 
war had relied on airplane wireless

Mohun might have taken the drinks 
between the time his plane crashed 
and the arrival of tke volice. 

In his testimony at the hearing, 
Pilot Mohun admitted having taken 
something te drink at the club house, 
where he went immediately following 
the crash, before he returned to his 
wrecked plane. ““The golf professional 
asked me if I was Lirt and somebody 
I did not know asked if I @anted a 
drink when I came into the club 
house,” Mohun told the court. “I 
was not injured by the crash, but I 
was nervous and excited at the time 
and said yes to the person offering 
me the drink at the club house.” 

Mohun presented a diagram of the 
aecident when called before Recorder 
Callaway. He explained, because of 
motor trouble, that he was forced to 
land his plane. First he attempted 
to find an open space at Piedmont 
park, he said. Children playing there, 
who stared at him when he approach- 
ed the ground, instead of moving out 
of the way, made a landing impos- 
sible without risking their lives, Mo- 
hun explained. He then eircled over 
the Candler Park golf course. When 
he thought he finally had found a 
possible landing place, he discovered 
a foursome in the path as he came 
close to the ground, and rather than 
risk the lives of the players, he under- 
took a fly over the near-by trees, but 
“failed. 

Witnesses Testify for Mohun. 

In examining the witnesses at the 
hearing, Attorney Turner brought out 
by testimony of persons who had been 
with Mohun just before the flight that 
he had not been drinkin, liquor at all.

“The condition, of fruit crops,” the 
report continued, “including apples 
peaches, pears, grapes, citrus fruits, 
prunes, etc., averages 18 per 
above conditions at this time last year, 
but nearly 10 per cent below the aver- 
age during the previous 10 years.” 

The board said the seriousness of 
the situation “is not in the national 
total of current prospects, but in the 
critical condition prevailing in certain 
states, and in the fact that the drouth 
has not as yet been broken except in 
small areas.” 

“The damage from drouth has been 
most serious in the drainage areas of 
the Ohio and Potomac rivers, in the 
central and lower Mississippi valley 
and in parts of the northern great 
plains area. In West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Arkansas, Montana, southern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, much of Mis- 
souri and most of Virginia, yields per 
acre of all crops combined are expect- 
ed to be below 70 per cent of average 
yields during the last 10 years,” it 
said. 

“The only areas where crop yields 
are expected to be above average are 
outside the central drouth areas. These 
include Wisconsin, New Jersey, New 
York, New England, the south Atlan- 
tic coast, including eastern North

Charging that certain “special in- 
terests” were attempting to lower the 
sales tax exemption from $30,000 to 
$5,000, Rivers at Alma, Ga., said he 
was “calling upon the people of Geor- 
gia, especially the merchants, to unite 
and fight the insidious purposes of 
the special interests, now maneuver- 
ing to endanger the financial security 
of every merchant in the state.” 

_ Perry Cites Record. 

All five candidates took up their 
speech making early Monday and will 
continue throughout the week. James 
A. Perry took to the radio as a means 
of reaching the yoter. Speaking from 
Rome’s new broadcasting station, Mr. 
Perry defended his record as a mem- 
ber of the public service commission, 
declaring that if his record as a mem- 
ber of that commission “is made an 
issue in this campaign, I can, before 
an impartial, understanding public, 
lick the whole quartet to a frazzle.” 

Maintaining his position that the 
payment of debts due by the state 
will continue to be the main issue of 
the gubernatorial campaign, George 
H. Carswell, spoke in the interest of 
his candidacy at Ashburn. 

He urged that his plan to use the 
automobile license tag tax for one 
year to pay school teachers, veterans 
and state institutions be accepted as 
the best solution. Carswell discussed 
plans advanced by other candidates in 
the race and said that some of them 
had already abandoned their original 
proposals. 

Richard B, Russell, Jr., in a speech 
at Clarksville stressed reduction and 
consolidation of departments, tax re-\ 
vision, distribution of school books at 
cost and completion of the state high- 
Way system.

Harris and Slaton Speak. 


In the race for United States sen- 
ator, both candidates delivered 
speeches on Monday. 

I nan address over the radio from 
Atlanta Monday night former Gov- 
ernor Slaton made a concise summary 
of the reasons that actuated his com- 
mutation of the sentence of Leo 
Frank, declaring “The path of duty 
is not always easy. If I had been 
willing to listen to those who ad- 
vised me to play politics about this 
matter of life or death, 1 might have 
avoided prejudice and enmities and 
misrepresentation, but 1 would have 
been unworthy to stand before my 
fellow citizens and look them in the 
eye, with a conscience at rest.” 

Senator Harris, in an address at 
Blue Ridge, defended his vote against 
Judge Parker and defended his posi- 
tion on “white supremacy.” 

He was “particularly proud” of 
his vote against Judge Parker, he 
said, as his appointment “was not 
made on account of fitness but as 
a master political stroke by the re- 
publican administration to aid the 
republican rule in North Carolina. 

Speaking at Forsyth, Slaton asked 
his audience “if there is any insti- 
tution in Georgia more tlifroughly 
typical than a barbecue,” and  an- 
swered with the statement that if 
there was “I don’t know what it is.” 

The reference was an answer to 
Senator Harris, who has,charged that 
the chief accomplishment of Slaton’s 
political career in Georgia “was a 
series of barbecues for the Georgia 
legislature.”

IN ADDRESSING MAL 


Campaign Among Business 
Firms Beguri by Post- 
master Large. 


A campaign designed to secure the 
co-operation of Atlanta firms in ad- 
dressing mail correctly has heen begun 
by Postmaster E. K. Large. Tests of 
the local mail sent out by a large 
number of Atlanta firms revealed that 
in only a few instances were business 
people addressing all mail correctly. 

Mr. Large said Monday that he is 
taking up the matter with Atlanta 
business houses in an effort to have 
the firms add the proper street suffix 
to all local mail. If this can be done, 
the postoffice will be saved a vast 
amount of extra work and deliveries 
of mail can be speeded up to the ad- 
vantage of the firms, he said. 

The new system of house number- 


ing, in which the city has been divided 
into four quadrants, N. E., N. -. 
S. FE. and S. W., has been in effect | 
four years, and the amount of in- 
correctly addressed mail is too large, | 
the postmaster said. In the cases of | 
several large firms, every single piece 
of anywhere from 200 to 500 pieces 
of mail failed to have the suffix. Use 
of the suffix -.enables speedy separa- 
tion of mail into the proper divisions | 
of the city, making for fast delivery, 
Mr. Large said. He pointed out, that | 
Atlanta is a large city,/and that the 
postoffice clerks work mainly ‘by ad- 
dresses rather than by names in sort-

Leat’s Second Week Better, | 


Third Week Opens Strong 


Average Price Recorded 
Officially Shows That It 
Was 1.84 Cents Per Lb. 
Ahead of Opening Days.

Georgia's bright-leaf tobacco xmar- 
ket’s average price last week was 
1.84 cents a pound better than the 
opening week but 9.12 cents per 
pound under the average price paid 
for the second week in 192U, ac 
cording to ‘official figures announcea 
today by the state department ol 
agriculture. 

The average’ price last week wa» 
12.42 cents a pound compared witn 
the first week of 10.58 and the sec 
ond week last ,year of 21.54. 

‘The department of agriculture an 
nounced that last week’s figures came 
from all 59 of the warehouses in the 
belt. The first week 57 out of 5Y 
reported. 

The total sales for the two weeks, 
the department reported, were 48,475,- 
420 pounds at an average of 11.70 
cents per pound for the two weeks. 
The sales had a gross value to the 
farmer of $5,671,946.96. Last year 
the sales for the same period were 
44,845,771 pounds at an average of 
20.77, bringing to the farmers $9,313,- 
010.40. | 

In commenting on the sales for the 
week, the department’s bulletin said: 

“The slight increase in price paid 
the second week, as compared to the 
first week, is off set by a better grade 
of tobacco, therefore growers are not 
conceding that there has been any 
general increase in prices thus far this 
season. 

“It is expected that the peak of 
the season will be reached in the third 
week's sales. From these reports an 
accurate estimate of both production 
and price for the season may be de- 
ducted.” 

Huge Increase Shown. 

A huge increase was shown in the 
amount of tobacco sdld last week in 
comparison with the first week. Last 
week farmers disposed of 29,386,978 
pounds of their product and the week 
previous sold 19,100,442, an increase 
of 10,286,436. Last year’s second 
week's sales totaled 27,905,103 pounds. 

For the increased poundage and an 
improved grade of tobacco the farmers 
received $3,649,880.54 ‘last week as

Rain fell early 
today but the weather cleared in time 
for the tobacco to be brought in, al- 
though much of it arrived late. 


The third week of, the tobacco mar- 
ket*opened at Statesboro Monday with 
prospects of a record sale. Both 
warehouses were practically filled and 
a steady stream of vehicles poured 
the bright leaf into the m@rket. Prices 
were slightly better than Friday's 
close. with indications that 12 cents 
would be the average. The quality of 
the tobacco was improving. Ware- 
housemen estimated that today’s sales 
would carry this market above the 
2 000,000-pound mark for the sea- 
son. The total for last season was 
2,500,000 pounds, and warehousemen 
wert confident that figure would be 
exceeded this year. 

Average at Quitman 13.48. 

A total of 84,692 pounds of bright 
leaf tobacco was sold Monday morn- 
ing on the floors of the two ware- 
houses in Quitnian, bringing an aver- 
age price of 13.48 cents per pound.

A GROWING STATE EVIL. 


One of the prolific causes of eco- 
nomic distress in the government 
of the state is almost wholly ig- 
nored. That particular cause is the 
large number of non-self-support- 
ing counties. 

Counties are created by the 
state in the first place to facilitate 
local government in conduct most 
conducive to the convenience and 
welfare of a defined sub-area and 
population. They are erected upon 
the theory that they can best 
manage and- support their purely 
local institutions. When they cease 
to be competent to those purposes 
they become parasites and burdens 
upon the people at\large. They are 
no longer fit to’ exist as govern- 
ment units. 

There are at the least 80 coun- 
ties of the 161 in the state that are 
in that condition, taking more from 
the state treasury every year than 
they pay into it. No other business 
but politics would long suffer such 
conditions to exist. They ought not 
to exist in a state burdened as Geor- 
gia is with fiscal deficits of revenue 
to pay current expenses. 

The remedy for the evil is pro- 
vided in the constitution of the 
state, but unfortunately it is only 
a permissive remedy. It can be ap- 
plied only by the victims of the 
condition, and they will not apply 
it as long as the general assembly 
continues to provide for their up- 
keep from the tax money paid by 
the other self-supporting counties. 

Logical and business-like consoli- 
dations of two or more counties 
into a single one could be effected 
all over the state with great econo- 
mies tg their people and to the 
state at large. The present impo- 
tency of half the counties in the 
state is not a condition for.a self- 
respecting people to be proud of. 


HUNTING REAL DRY GROUND. 

The Kansas City Journal-Post is 
one of the popular western news- 
papers that has: consistently upheld 
the dry cause. For ten years it 
has stood stolidly for the enforce- 
ment of the 18th amendment and 
the Volstead act.

T chitcherine. 
The first soviet foreign minister, M. 
Tehitcherine, who had been © living 
abroad for several years, has finally 
resigned. In diplomatic circles in Eu- 
rope there were expressions of regrets 
when the news came out, for M. 
Tchitcherine’s tact and “finesse” 
had been unanimously appreciated. 
Society was not a little surprised a 
few years ago during the conference 
of Genoa, when instead of finding’ the 
ferocious bolshevik who had been ex- 
pected, they found in M. Tchitcherine 
one of the most charming of diplo- 
mats, “a perfect gentleman, even an 
aristocrat.” The day when the king 
of Italy received the conference dele- 
gates on board the cruiser 
vour,” the socialist press of Italy 
(which still existed at the time) was 
positively scandalized at the impec- 
cable appearance of the soviet minis- 
ter, who permitted himself to bé pho- 
tographed between His Majesty Vic- 
tor Emmanuel and the archbishop of 
the city and later was caught by the 
photographer in the act of graciously 
signing albums and postcards which 
Genoese society ladies presented to 
him. At Genoa M. Tchitcherine’s 
personality undoubtedly contributed a 
great deal to bréak Russia’s isolation 
and to prepare that country’s’ en- 
trance into the politics of Europe on 
a basis of equality. M. Tchitcherine 
was not only a man of the world, of 
charming and witty conversation and 
an almost encyclopedic culture, he 
proved himself also a great diplomat, 
with whom the particular interests 
of Russia were allied with a vision of 
the general interests of the world. He 
prepared the treaty of Rapailo with 
Germany and later negotiated the 
de jure recognition of the new Russian 
state with France, England, Norway, 
Italy and several other countries. 
Somehow or other this suave and ac- 
complished diplomat with his. fine, 
long nose and poker player's eyes 
seems fhore to belong in another age. 
One could easily associate him men- 
tally with another, an older regime. 
He had, in fact, entered the Russian 
diplomatic service under the czar. 
Patient as he proverbially was, he 
could be firm too, as he demonstrat- 
ed when he backed his ambassador in 
Paris, M. Rakowski, and also at the 
time of the murder of the Russian 
delegate, Vorovsky, in Switzerland. 
At present he retires “into the shad- 
ow which he never had desired to 
leave in the first place,” according to 
his own words.

A Peasant 
Prays. 


Net long ago we had occasion to 
quote here the Biblical author of Ec- 
clesiasticus to the effect that those 
“whose business is to hold the plow” 
and whose talk is of “bullocks and 
their labor,” in other words those who 
are peasants cannot be expected to 
“possess wisdom.” Without wishing 
to make a complete volte face, it must 
nevertheless be said, that these same 
peasants often possess alot of com- 
mon sense, which is, perhaps, a form 
of wisdom all the same. Moreover, 
their hearts are not always so callous 
and egoistic as novelists have some- 
times pictured them to us. A day or 
so ago, taking a stroll into the fields 
towards noon, we came upon an old 
peasant whom the villagers call “le 
pere Rambateaux” (Father Rambat- 
eaux) on account of his venerable 
age, which is 82 or 83. The old man 
was sitting in the shade of a knotty 
willow, having his noon meale He 
promptly invited us to sit with him.

That Property Is Very Valuable. 

The state property in Chattanooga 
is absolutely central and very valu- 
able. On a strict and just appraise- 
ment it should easily sell now for 
several millions of dollars ag sites for 
large and profitable commercial struc- 
tures. 

The people of Chattanooga are wor- 
ried and hampered by the unimproved 
condition of that property, which is

‘The Income Only Is Usable. 


The supreme court of the state long 
ago, as is clearly set forth in the unan- 
imous cpinion of the present court in 
the income tax cases, recently decided, 
held that income is not ptoperty, but 
the fruit of proptrty. “Property is 
o tree,” it said, “but income is the 

ruit.” 


So you can eat the fruit, or tax the 
fruit, without attacking and taking 
from the body of the tree, which is the 
“principal.” 

Hence it is quite within the corners 
of the Constitution to use the income 
tax from any property of the state, 
even by discounting future contract 
payments—but not so to use the pro- 
ceeds of property. sales. 

The present income from the state 
road lease is $540,000 per year, and 
is already discounted to January 1, 
1936. 

The old mansion (Henry Grady ho- 
tel) rental is $20,000 per year and 
the lease rental for the Hotel Patton 
property in Chattanooga is $9,035 per 
year. Tnese last items are negligible 
as sources of funds to pay the state’s 
floating debts, of course. 


The State Can Sell Its Property. 

The general assembly, it is seen, can 
authorize “‘the sale of the whole or any 
part” of the state's property, without 
any change of the Constitution or any 
question of the constitutiofality of 
such sale. The paragraph of the Con- 
stitution above quoted shows that 
clearly enough. 


But the money received from such 
sales must go first to the payment of 
the bonded debt of the state. 

The only state property for that 
purpose is the Western & Atlantic 
railroad property. The lowest cash 
valuation of the road ever given to me 
by railway executives who know how 
to value such properties is $18,000,- 
000, while some of them went as high 
as $25,000,000 if the road were free 
of the present lease.

Property Pledged to Bonded Debt. 
The facts in the case seem to be 
these: 
The state cannot, under the consti- 
tution, sell any of its property and

The Constitution says in Article 
VII, section 12 and paragraph 1, 
that— 


“The proceeds of the sale of the 


Western and Atlantic, Macon and 
Brunswick, or other railroads held by 
the state, and any other property 
owned by the state, whenever the gen- 
eral assembly may authorize the sale 
of the whole or any part thereof. 
Shall be applied to the payment of 
the bonded debt of the state, and shall 
not be used for any other purpose 
whatsoever so long as the state has 
any existing bonded debt.” °

not possess, in order to hold certain 
of their wiseacre patrons. For in real 
life the writers, orators and practic- 
ing charlatans who are most scornful 
and contemptuous toward “pills and 
potions” submit very meekly and ear- 
nestly to any drugs the doctor pleases 
te prescribe when they f 
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medicine even when: the doctor—of 
course a regular physician—feels diffi- 
dent about giving it to a patient so 
prejudieed against it. ‘These bitter, 
impassioned utterances against “pills 
and potions” are for publication only. 
The unwise like such stuff. 

Spivak dwells on the fact that the 
State Medical Association is given ab- 
solute control of the regulation of the 
practice of medicine. Are doctors less 
trustworthy than lawyers? When will 
Mr. Spivak issue a book condemning 
the “law trust” on the ground that 
the State Bar Association is given 
control of the examination for admit- 
tance to the bar?

meeting, outlined the matter of ap- 
pealing to congress to reduce the in- 

rnal revenue tax on tobacco so that 
the manufacturers might divert this 
money to the growers. The commis- 
+ ee in the resolution adopted, 
said: 

“The federal internal revenue tax 
has increased from. slightly more :han 
200,000,000 in 1919 to approximate- 
ly $435,000,000 in 1929, and that the 
value of tobacco during the same 
length of time, as paid to growers, has 
decreased from 70,000,000 to ap- 
proximately $282,000,000. 

“We, therefore, feel that a substan- 
tial reduction in the internal revenue 
tax should be made by congress so 
that the manufacturers and dealers 
can give the growers the benefit of 
this reduction in higher prices for their 
product. 

“We want the tobacco manufactur- 
ing industry to live a thousand years 
in the United States,” Commissioner 
Graham, speaking on the Currin pro- 
posal, said, “and go on and on grow- 
ing richer, but I warn this industry 
that unless the bigger half of the 
ae grime the tobacco farmers, gets 

tter treatment in the way of prices 
for raw material, it will one day meet 
the train at the grade crossing—not 
that our farmers are bent on ven- 


geance but because a continuation of 
prices that are below cost of produc- 
tion will make it necessary for our 
farmers to cease to grow the crop. 
I know the tobacco growing in this 
country will die hard but die it must 
if the manufacturer continues to re-{ 
duce its supply of life blood in the 
way of low prices.” 
43 Cents for Taxes. 

Currin pointed out that for every 
28 cents the tobacco grower receives 
for his product, the government col- 
lects 43 in stamp taxes. While the 
commissioners were divided as to the 
timeliness of launchire a new co- 
operative marketing effort, they were 
unanimous in the belief that an indus- 
try whose raw product sells so low, 
and which pays on its manufactured 
product a tax out of all proportion 
to that imposed on any other com- 
modity, ought to receive legislative 
relief from congress which will be 
reflected in the pockets of the farmers. 

Copies of the tobacco resolution 
were ordered sent by the respective 
commissioners of agriculture to their 
senators and representatives in con- 
gress with the request that legislation 
lowering the tax be included in the 
next revenue bill. 

An appeal to the farm board, in 
which was seen a cautious effort to 
provide for launching in the south a 
big co-operative movement, was seen 
in the resolution dealing with the cot- 
ton situation. Reported to the con- 
ference by Commissioners Talmadge, 
Terrell, of Florida, and A. C. Sum- 
mers, representing the commissioner 
of agriculture of South Carolina, it 
recites : 


Resolution Adopted. 


“Your committee appointed to draft 
resolutions expressing the sense of this 
meeting on the crisis in the present 
cotton situation, beg leave to report 
as follows: First: We have can- 
vassed the reports concerning the pro- 
duction of the cotton crop this year 
and believe that the government esti- 
mate of 14,362,000 bales is rather 
high, and that the government has not 
made due allowance for the effects of 
the serious drouth upon the cotton 
crop in Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Tennessee 
and parts of Texas, and if the pres- 
ent drouth continues, it is our be- 
lief that the maximum crop will be 
less than 14,000,000 bales. 

“Second: There is a crisis pend- 
ing in market conditions, as practical- 
ly all farm crops, especially cotton, 
wheat and tobacco, are selling below 
the cost of production, and uniess this 
situation is relieved within the near 
future, these crops will be sacrificed 
at prices that will ruin the producer 
by destroying his purchasing power, 
and retard the general revival of busi- 


ness. 

“Third: We recommend as an im- 
mediate measure of relief, that the 
federal farm board use its influence, 
and all the powers of the law to pre- 
vent the south’s cotton crop from be- 
ing placed upon the market at pre- 
vailing low prices. 
is of moderate size, and a reasonable 
revival of business, and the employ- 
ment of idle labor, will increase busi- 
ness in all lines and an increase in 
the price of cotton will increase the 
purchasing power of the farmer, and 
in turn increase the volume of busi- 
ness in the cotton mills and other 
lines of industry. 


Holding of Crop. 
“Fourth: We recommend that farm- 


ness interests use their influence to 
hold a large amount of the present 


eral business conditions improve, 
which will materially stimulate better 
prices for cotton and other farm 
products. It means bankruptcy to sell 
at present prices, and restricted sales 
will necessarily stimulate prices for 
cotton, as it does in other lines of 
business, and such ‘a policy is safe 
and sound under present conditions, 
unless the present crisis should con- 
tinue indefinitely, and our business 
and financial leaders all predict that 
the peak of the panic has been reach- 
ed, and that the crisis is passing. 

“We believe that if the farmers, 
the federal farm board, and all finan- 
cial interests of the country will use 
their influence to prevent the rapid 
sale of farm products, at the present 
unprecedented low prices, that such 
action will have a steadying effect 
upon business, and that the cotton 
mills will soon begin to need more 
cotton, and that prices of cotton will 
gradually advance, as a result of such 
a policy.” 

Talmadge Attacks Tariff. 

When the afternoon session turned 
to the cotton situation, Commissioner 
Talmadge, of Georgia, launched @ 
caustic attack on the present tariff, 
denominated free trade as an _ idle 
dream and declared that the farm 
board should have been fighting for 
a revision of the tariff rates when 
it was engaged in a futile appeal 
to curtail production. nie 

Commissioners Wilson, of Louisi- 
ana, and Bright, of Kentucky, both 
voiced approval of the Talmadge po- 
sition, all three commissioners main- 
taining that it is doubtful the farm 
board can do anything for the unor- 
ganized farmer until the present tariff 
schedules are revised. 

Mr. Talmadge pointed out that 
vegetable oils, in a quantity amount- 
ing to as much as 60 per cent of the 
total cotton seed oil production in the 
United States, were arriving in the 
United Staes duty free from the 
Philippine islands. He declared that 
the use of cotton bags fog fertilizer 
in place of jute would create a de- 
mand for 3,000,000 bales of cotton 
and, on his motion, the conference 
adopted a resolution asking for a 
tariff of not less than 7 cents per

We be- 
lieve that a committee from those 
states, composed of the governor, the 
commissioner of agriculture, the presi- 
dent of the state bankers’ association, 
the secretary of the state board of 
health, and a fifth member selected 
from the board of directors of some 
transportation company, would be an 
ideal committee to carry out any. sug- 
gestions made by you, and would be 
a committee with a membership that 
would be in touch with vital agencies 
in each state that could keep you ad- 
vised and carry out your plans and 
suggestions. 

Gedeneuminis W. C. Lankford ap- 
peared before the conference to urge 
consideration of a plan to create a 
governmental agency to control the 
surplus. and promote an agreement 
among three-fourths of the growers 
that they would follow governmental 
determination of acreage to be plant- 
ed in the face of a heavy carryover. 

He said, under his plan, the gov-

Further damage was done to the 
telegraph and telephone lines. A re- 
lief train passed along the railway 
from the Peshawar British canton- 
ment to the railway station, however, 
and an armored train is expected from 
Rawalpindi. These communications, 
thus, are being kept open. 

Ordinary traffic lorries passed along 
the grand trunk road unhindered. | 

The Afridis’ objective seem definite- 
ly to be government property. 

A large number of Afridis residing 
in the Peshawar district mingle free- 
ly with other natives in the day time, 
This hinders recognition of the hos- 
tile bands until they gather at their 
camp after dusk. : 

The tribesmen obtain food in some 
villages, but have little over native 
assistance. 

The tribesmen, slinking about the 
city’s walls, through orchards and 
other hiding places, continued to fire 
on the city. Some boldly dashed at 
the city walls during the fighting. but 
were repulsed. They fled quickly, leav- 
ing few dead or wounded. They car- 
ried away those hit during the clashes. 

The British troops—the cavalry has 
born the brunt of the city’s defense so 
far—aided by the air force continued 
bombing the Afridi encampments, 
which are almost in sight of the city 
walls. Many advance parties have 
mowed closer as the determined “seige” 
continues. 

The British artillery was in action 
all day Sunday from a position near 
the district court building and the 
grandstand of the Peshawr race 
course. 

This action in the city, and the pa- 
trols of armored cars, and the barbed 
wire, brought the seriousness of the 
situation sharply home to the people 
of Peshawar. ‘They are used to fre- 
uent raids and minor scrapes, but the 
doteriaiaedl nature of the tribesmen in 
this uprising, has lent a more ominous 
aspect to the fighting. 

The main advance body of Afridis 
has concentrated in an orchard close 
to the Peshawar city railway station. 
The station is the principal depot in 
Peshawar, terminus the vital rail- 
way connecting this northwestern out- 
post with the rest of the country. 

The station is only a short distance 
from the British quarter cantonment. 

British forces, including two bri- 
gades, have used artillery, air planes 


{and cavalry as well as armored cars in 


seeking to maintain order without tak- 
ing the offensive against the swarms 
of Afridi and other tribesmen threat- 
ening the ont from the unsubdued 
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Indian army forces, the defense troops 
total about 15,000. 


Ravines Used. 


Ravines running beyond a cultivat- 
ed tract of farm land oujside Peshaw- 
ar from east to south, at Badaber, 

rovide the Afridi with fairly safe 
ines of communication to their base 
camps in the rocky area beyond. The 
ravines begin about 12 miles from 
Peshawar, near Bara fort, the Brit- 
ish defense outpost, and reach within 
less than a mile of Peshawar, near 
Phandu village, just south of the city. 

Thirteen men were killed and 
wounded as a result of the fight in- 
volving the Poona horse (a cavalry 
unit in the Indian army) and Afridi 
at Phandu.

SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA 
RULES ON MOTOR TRANS- 
PORTATION 


The public interest requires that all forms of trans- 
portation should be taxed and regulated on an equitable 
The railroads ask no favors for themselves, but 
only that competing forms of transportations should be 
dealt with as the railroads are.

“The effect of the growing business of operating 
motor-vehicles for hire on the public highways must 
be apparent to every man of ordinary sense. Courts

Closing quotations on corn were 
firm, 3-S@1 1-8e a bushel higher than 
Saturday's finish. Wheat closed un- 
steady at 1 7-S@2 5-Sc net loss, with 
oats 1-2@1e oft, and provisions show- 
ing 5@25c sag. 

Corn traders focused their atten- 
tion most of the time today on com- 
prehensive summaries issued by lead- 
ing private experts who have just re- 
turned here from first-hand examina- 
tion of crops, and who have covered 
the corn belt from end to end. One 
of these experts is still promising a 
yield of not far below normal. 

Subsequently, however, the bearish 
effect of these encouraging references 
was more than offset by general no- 
tice being takenethat the same au- 
thority said the corn crop in other 
sections had suffered more’ from 
drouth and heat than he had ever 
witnessed in 42 years. Advances 
which ensued were greatly accelerat- 
ed toward the last by assertions of 
another of the country’s foremost un- 
official crop experts that the corn 
crop as a whole is in a deplorable 
condition. Under such circumstances, 
early price declines were more than 
overcome in the corn market. 
Wheat rallied with corn somewhat 
the late dealings, but quickly re- 
sumed a downward swing which had 
hegun at the opening ‘of business. 
An estimate that the European car- 
ryover of wheat this season is 116,-

Operations for the advance were re- 
sumed in Ford, Ltd., which shot up 
about 3 points to a new high at 23 1-2 
Industrials and specialties generally 
were dull.

Widow and Actress 
Seek Unger Fortune 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—(4)— 
The body of Aaron Unger, wealthy 
New York candy manufacturer, over 
whom there was a bitter battle be- 
tween his wife and his nurse during 
the last year of his life, was taken 
to New York today by the widow for 
burial. 

Even after death there was a legal 
skirmish for possession of the body 
which the widow won, and when the 
funeral services were over there was 
started what —— to be a legal 
contest over Unger’s will. 

, The latest development was the fil- 
ing of a caveat in the Delaware coun- 
ty court at Media, Pa. staying any 
action on the will without notice to 
the widow, if the will is filed in that 
county for probate. 

For some time, Unger, 
paralyzed, had been living at the 
apartment of Amelia Phillips, a for- 
mer actress, in Lansdowne, near Phila- 
delphia. Mrs. Unger and other rela- 
tives began action in the Delaware 
county court for the custody of Unger, 
it being charged that he was virtually 
a captive in the apartment. Miss 
Phillips fought the action, declaring 
that she was nursing him and that 
she expected to marry him later. 

Many hearings had been held and 
the case was still pending when Un- 
ger died yesterday. 

In the meantime legal action was 
taken on behalf of his family in New 
York, where Unger was declared men- 
tally incompetent to handle his own 
affairs.
